On the Western Front, August 6. 

An estimated 800 North Korean troops still held a limited bridge- 
head on the East bank of the Naktong River, 30 miles South 
and slightly West of Taegu at 4 p.m. today but the counter- 
attacking Americans halted the Red advance in at least one 


area. 


The Communists were expanding out of the river bulge pocket . North- 
ward late this afternoon, 
An American column making a sweep of the areca about two miles North 
of the river bulge came upon an estimated company of North Koreans 
near Kwongsan-ni and wore pinned down by Red machine-gun fire.

Age of refugees 

“This ae to be the age of tha 
Common Man,” remarked 
Austrian official reccntly. “I think 
it is more likely tv be known xs 
the age of the refugee.” 

He summed up Central Eurove’s, 
feeling that it was living with a 
permanent refugee problem. 

Perhaps an encouraging sign of 
the basic strength of Christian 
clvillsation {is that after the 
brutaising experiences of the last 
30 years, new refusees piling 
in upon the old, are cared for, not 
simply shot in desperation, by the 
people into whose lands they 
stagger across the mince ticlds, 
barbed wire ond bullct-swept No 
Man's Lands that bound the Com- 
munist world. 

Nobody knows how many pco- 
ple there are in Central Europe 
in the broad category of refugees. 
No Government and no urganisa- 
tion is responsible for, finding out. 
A minimum figure on the basis 
of officiul statistics is about 
8,760,000 for Germany, austria 
and Italy. ane are probably 
nearer: 10,000,000. 


Who are they? 

Whe are these persons? From 
6,500,000 to 7,000,000 of them are 
Germans who formerly lived in 
perts of Germany now under 
Russlan or Polish 
Many of these art actually re. 
suttled in Western Germany, but 
many are not, All are regarded 
By the Western German = au- 
thorities as ‘‘expelees”™ and all are 
n “problem.” 

«From 850,000 to .00,000 are 
Volksdeutsch—persons of German 
Janguage— and —culture-formerly 
living, often for many gencrutions, 
in Russia, Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Rumania, Yugoslavia or Hungary 
—dumped Into Western Germany. 

Otlictal German figures Mst 
501,006 refugees of other nation- 
aljties, Of these the IRO fs caring 
for about 250,000 and it gives 
legal and political protection to 
that many more.. It is unlikely 
that as many as 100,060 of thesa 
can be resettled before the end of 
the IRO operations. 

None of the German expelces 
or Volksdeutsch js clighble for 
any kind of IRO ald. 

There are nearly 350,900 regis- 
tered refugees in Austrin, of 
whom 232,000 are Volksdeutsch 
and the remainder mostly of 
Eastern European Fhtlonalities. 
The IRO is caring for 18,000 now 
and gives legal and political pro- 
tection to nearly 26,000 more.

Kopaulu 
talks with 
Bevin 


Strasbourg, August 5. 

Mr. Ernest Bevin, the British 

Foreign Secretary *and Mr. 
Fuad Kopaulu, the Turkish 
Foreign Minister, met {this 
evening for more than an hour 
at the offices’ of the British 
delegation to (the Council of 
Europe ut the request of M. 
Kopaulu. 
_ They ‘are understood to have 
discussed the Turkish desire to be 
more closely associated with the 
North Atlantic Defence Orguniso- 
tion. 

Turkey ond Greece have both 
previously made known their 
wish to become members of tho 
Atlantic alliance. 

Last-May in London a tripartite 
declaration by Mr. Bevin, Mr. 
Dean Acheson, the United States 
Secretary of State, and M. Robert 
Schuman, the French Foreign 
Minister, expressed the vital jn- 
terest of the Western powers in 
the security of the two countries 
against aggression. a 

The new Turkish approach, 
which M. Kopaulu is expected 
also to convey to M. Schuman 
while both are In Strasbourg, Is 
made in the light of the new in- 
ternational situation since the 
outbreak of hostilities in Korea.
